The argument over the mandatory of Yap appears 


to have points in common with the case of the Irishman's 
horse, taking all day to catch it and worth not a whoop 
after it is caught. 


Yap distresses the American naval officers because 


it is a cable station and because it "screens" the Philip- 
pines. In case of trouble between Japan and the United 
States, the Japanese, could immediately shut off direct 
cable Connections with Manila and at "Yap they could 
concentrate a fleet to prey upon the merchant snipping 
and the army and navy transport service between the 
Asiatic possessions and the American continent. For 
these reasons—though not openly stated—the American 
government feels warranted in attempting to break up 
the Japanese mandatory over Yap. This is the Wash- 
ington explanation. 


There are phases of the controversy which will oc- 


cur to the every-day citizen. If Yap is internationalized 
that may protect a cable station, but not necessarily the 
cable. The Japanese, with a little trouble, could pull the 
thing up from the bottom of the sea and cut it with one 
blow of the ax. Yap may "screen" the Philippines, but 
the score or two of other islands nearby "screen" them 
also. And it is not proposed to take these islands from 
the Japanese. 


The suspicion is strong that our state department is 


much less concerned about the Japanese overlordship of 
Yap than it is about making it plain to the council of the 
League of Rations that decisions, interesting; the United 
States, cannot be made as if the United States did not 
exist. In short, the argument is not meant to impress 
Tokio, but Geneva. But whether there is anything in 
this notion or not, proof is lacking that the disputation 
consists of much more than gusty phrases.
